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Introduction 



Musicology's traditional approach to canon making has 
been to identify a central group of works on the basis of their 
artistic excellence, their interrelationships, and, perhaps, their 
representation of the possibilities of a genre, a style, or an era 
as understood by the performers, scholars, and critics who 
define "the canon." The canon's authority reflects the belief 
that artistically informed choices, tested over time in traditions 
of performance, scholarship, and criticism will lead to the 
works that embody the essence of a musical repertory or genre. 

The idea of a Core Repertory is that, however powerful the 
authority of canon makers, something can also be learned about 
a musical genre by discovering and studying the preferences of 
its own heyday. Thus, the Core Repertory notion complements 
the traditional approach to canon making. It seeks out contem- 
poraneous opinion — the views of an earlier time — as a coun- 
terpoise to present-day opinion. Writings about the musical 
past inevitably reflect the perceptions of the writer's own day. 
But when today's perceptions are compared with those of 
people who actually produced, performed, and distributed a 
particular kind of music in its own time, differences as well as 
similarities appear. By providing an objectively derived roster 
with which it can be compared, a repertory can illuminate a 
canon. 

The Core Repertory idea may be applied to any genre — any 
group of musical compositions of a given class or type in a 
particular time period: for example, renaissance motet, French 
air de cour, classical symphony, Broadway show song. The 
Core Repertory of any genre is the group of pieces that may 
be shown empirically to have been favorites in a given 
period of time. The list produced by the Core Repertory 
approach results from numerical score keeping: from counting 
within a field where numbers arc meaningful. The Core Rep- 
ertory approach depends upon bibliography. The better the 
bibliographic control, the more authoritative the Core Reper- 
tory. 

Identifying a Core Repertory requires three steps, followed 
by a fourth in which the results are examined: 

1. Index the music of an entire genre during a given period, 
or start with a reliable index someone else has made. 

2. By counting, identify the pieces that appear most often. 

3. Choose a suitable number of those pieces— say, the Top 
40 or the Golden 100 — and call them the Core Repertory. 

4. Study the Core Repertory pieces, both individually and 
as a group, for the patterns and trends they reveal. 



The Core Repertory idea first occurred to me more than two 
decades ago as I was working on a bibliography of the early 
American sacred tuncbooks (Britton, Lowens, and Crawford, 
1990). Eventually, as certain compositions showed up again 
and again in my sources, I identified a Core Repertory of early 
American psalmody even though no such entity was acknowl- 
edged or so described in its own day. 

In the jazz tradition, the idea of a Core Repertory is explicit 
and fundamental. Every jazz style exists within a particular set 
of melodic, harmonic, and rhythmic conventions. And the 
expressive and inventive possibilities of each style arc bound 
up with that style's standard repertory: the pieces its musicians 
most often play and sing. So-called "jazz standards" — the term 
is used by musicians and fans alike — arc tunes accepted and 
shared so widely that jazz musicians who have never played 
together can be expected, on the spot and without notation, to 
be able to perform them .' Collectively, the standards of any jazz 
style seem to catch its spirit and character. Standards map out 
the territory within which jazz musicians explore the style's 
prevailing ethos. They also provide continuity and coherence. 
For players and listeners alike, the standards represent bench- 
marks against which craft and imagination can be measured. 
Moreover, each jazz standard carries its own tradition of per- 
formance, its own conventions of tempo, mood, and musical 
content, and its own array of customs, accumulated through 
continuous use over time. Musicians who sing or play a jazz 
standard arc free to deal with its performance tradition in any 
way they choose. But because jazz is a strongly traditional art, 
steeped in a knowledge of what has already been done, jazz 
musiciaas who perform a standard can hardly manage to do so 
in ignorance of its traditions. 

Everybody agrees, then, that there is such a thing as a 
repertory of jazz standards. But nobody has systematically 
defined one. Our attempt follows, first inspired by curiosity 
about George and Ira Gershwin's "I Got Rhythm" as a jazz 
standard. 5 

The selection process first used on psalmody has proved 
equal to die task at hand. 

1 . Index the music of an entire genre during a given period, 
or start with an index someone else has made.— The source 
here is the fifth edition of Brian Rust's (1982) discography. 
Jazz Records 1897-1942. In fact, the present study is mostly a 
selection and rearrangement of data from Rust's indispensable 
work. 
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Why count recordings rather than performances? Because 
recordings can be counted, and wc do not know of any way that 
performances can. Why use Rust's book, which stops at 1942 
and lists some recordings — especially recordings by English 
musicians — whose link to the heart of the jazz tradition may 
seem tenuous? Wc use it because Rust' s is a standard scholarly 
work, corrected and updated through five editions and histori- 
cal in its point of view. 3 In addition. Rust's cutoff date marks 
a break in the history of American commercial recording that 
lasted almost two years and that also coincides with the advent 
of bebop, a new jazz style that introduced a new repertory 
(DcVeaux 1988), and Rust's inclusion of all records made "in 
the name of jazz" offers a broad view of the music as it was 
understood during its early development. 4 And, not least of all, 
the fifth edition of Rust's work contains an index of tunc titles 
that greatly simplifies counting. 

2. By counting, identify the pieces that appear most often. — 
Thanks to Rust's title index, that part was straightforward once 
wc decided what to count 5 

3 . Choose a suitable number — say (he Top 40 or the Golden 
100— and call ihem the Core Repertory. — Here, rather than 
first determining the size of the Core Repertory, wc decided to 
list tunes recorded twenty times or more, which, upon reflec- 
tion and some trial and error, seemed an apt number. Jazz 
evolved within the realm of popular music. Because the popu- 
lar music business supported jazz in its early days, it seemed 
appropriate for the Core Repertory to contain not just pieces 
whose popularity persisted after 1942 and arc known to many 
performers today, but also a certain number of hits: pieces 
recorded often by jazz artists for a short lime but then dropped 
from the repertory. 6 A floor of twenty recordings admits stan- 
dards without eliminating all hits, thus allowing preferences of 
the period to be recognized. 7 Table 1 arranges the ninety-seven 
Core Repertory tunes in alphabetical order by title. For those 
who know the jazz tradition, the list is sure to conjure up 
associations and powerful memories. 

4. Study the Core Repertory pieces, both individually and 
as a group, for the patterns or trends they reveal. — This step, 
which involves collecting as many of the recordings as possible 
and listening to them, is still going on. Although our final result 
lies in the future, there are certain things that the list itself, and 
a familiarity with the tunes on it, reveal. 

Which tunes were most often recorded during the period 
covered by our survey? Table 2 answers that question. "The St. 
Louis Blues" and "Tiger Rag" stand at the lop of the popularity 
ratings, while "I Got Rhythm" comes in twelfth— a good 
showing for a tunc composed as late as 1 930. Noting that every 
piece in this Core Repertory of jazz standards was also pub- 
lished as sheet music, it's also worth observing which arc the 
oldest pieces on the list ("Maple Leaf Rag" and "High Soci- 
ety") and which the newest ("Stompin' at the Savoy").' Table 
3 gives a ycar-by-year chronicle of the repertory's publication 
in sheet-music form. 

The variety of pieces listed in Table 3 raises the question of 
musical genres. Jazz performers have played and sung compo- 



sitions of many different kinds: instrumental rags, songs from 
the Broadway musical theater, songs from the popular music 
business of Tin Pan Alley, the blues, and numbers originating 
in folk tradition or in the jazz tradition itself.' Table 4 interprets 
Table 3 by dividing its contents into time periods and classify- 
ing the genres of jazz standard favored in those years. 

As Table 4 suggests, the Core Repertory list invites readers 
to consider the notion that the four periods marked off here 
represent different phases in the evolution of the jazz repertory. 
In the two decades that followed the publication of "Maple Leaf 
Rag" (1899), the dominant musical forms (as revealed by this 
study, at any rate) were rags, blues, and popular songs, many 
of them composed by black musicians.' 0 Between 1920 and 
1924, Tin Pan Alley made a stronger impact on the jazz 
tradition, with "blues" songs becoming especially fashionable 
In the next five years (1925-29), Broadway gained somewhat 
on Tin Pan Alley in producing new jazz standards, while rags 
and new blues songs virtually dropped out of the picture. After 
1930, the rags and blues being recorded were almost exclu- 
sively older ones. Jazz musicians took up some new Tin Pan 
Alley and show tunes (including "I Got Rhythm"): but almost 
half of the new favorites originated inside the folk or jazz 
traditions— the latter especially in the form of pieces by leaders 
of the popular swing bands. 

Each Core Repertory tune's list of jazz recordings suggests 
its own story or poses its own questions. Some were hits in both 
popular and jazz traditions at the same time" Some were 
accepted into the jazz tradition well after being introduced as 
popular songs. l2 The commercial maneuvering that surrounded 
the recording history of some is obvious." Some kept their 
identity as songs, generally being performed with a vocalist, 
and others did not. 14 Some were favored by white musicians, 
others by black performers. 15 Some were recorded extensively 
overseas, while others were not." And many offer mysteries 
that need further study. How, for example, in the second half 
of the 1920s, did *Thc St. Louis Blues," already a widely 
performed jazz standard, manage to log an unprecedentedly 
large number of recordings (forty-eight in the years 1926-29), 
and what happened in 1935 to bring twenty more new ones into 
being? And if "Dinah," interpolated into Florenz Ziegfeld's 
revue Kid Boots on December 31, 1923, was responsible for 
much of that show's success, then why was it not published 
until August 1925? 17 

It is the nature of any list to provide raw materials for more 
lists, for each item, in effect, is a moveable part. Indeed, like a 
child (or an adult) with blocks or an erector set, one could go 
on building list-like structures almost indefinitely from these 
ninety-seven tides. But, as a census of acceptability within a 
particular genre, a Core Repertory list carries the promise of 
uncovering patterns and trends that might not otherwise come 
to light The songs with the word "blues" in the title are a case 
in point" 

First wc should note that the standard idea of the blues, a 
vocal lament in twelve-bar form, covers only about half the 
pieces in our sample. Of the sixteen songs with "blues" in their 
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title, six lack the twelve-bar progression entirely." In fact, half 
of the blues songs, rather than dwelling upon pain, homesick- 
ness, and loss, celebrate in their lyrics good times or slow, sexy 
dancing. 20 Those matters aside. Table 5 complements Tabic 4 
by tracing how this core of "blues" favorites was introduced 
into the recorded repertory of jazz. a 

During the first period of the chronology, the four blues 
pieces together were recorded only a total of eleven limes. 
Beginning in 1920, however, this African- American song 
genre gave rise to a popular music fad. So-called blues hits 
began to appear and to be recorded again and again, with peak 
figures reached in 1921 and 1923. By 1925 the fad had run its 
course, and the day of the new blues hit was over. Yet, during 
the third period (1925-29), the number of jazz recordings of 
this core of blues tunes declined very little. In the fourth period 
(1 930-36). it topped even that of the second— and this in a time 
of economic hardship and radical retrenchment for the record 
industry. 0 

Beginning in the mid- 1920s, the number of older blues tunes 
performed by jazz musicians increased. In Table 6 sec. for 
example, how the recording of blues tunes in 1921 compares 
with that in 1927. In 1921, brand-new tunes dominated the 
recorded repertory of blues; in 1927, of the four most-recorded 
blues tunes, the only one not at least a decade old was "Wabash 
Blues," published in 1921. Table 7 shows that this trend was 
not peculiar to blues tunes. 

The trend of relying on older tunes applies across the re- 
corded Core Repertory as a whole. When we list the standards 
most frequently recorded in each year, using six recordings as 
a minimum, the pattern comes clearly into focus. We can see 
that, after running, in the early 1920s, almost parallel to popular 
music, the jazz repertory gradually diverged from it, as per- 
formers, while still recording a few of the latest hits, reached 
into the past for more and more of the music they played. In 
Table 7 the asterisks stand for newly published tunes. Note that 
they become less frequent as the list goes on. The earliest clear 
evidence of this trend in Table 7 can be seen in 1927, when 
older tunes like "Beale Street." "The Memphis Blues," and 
"Some of These Days" first came to be recorded favorites. And 
1939 confirms that jazz performers were riding the wave of 
their future on an increasingly traditional repertory. "Star 
Dust." the newest tune on that year's list, was already a decade 
old. 

Since this excursion began with Gershwin's "I Got 
Rhythm," let us return to it for a moment. The tables help to 
measure the song's place in the jazz tradition: Table 2 shows it 
near the top in sheer numbers of recordings; Table 3 reveals it 

as the most frcqucnUy recorded jazz standard from 1930 on; 
Table 4 pegs it as one of several show tunes from the early 
1930s that jazz performers took up; Tables 5 and 6 omit it, since 
its tide docs not contain the word "blues"; and it reappears in 
Table 7 as a perennial that received six or more recordings in 
1 930. 1932 (when the first film version of Girl Crazy was made; 
see Mordden 1 98 1 , 55), and 1 937. The considerable success of 
"I Got Rhythm" as a popular song occurred outside the jazz 



tradition and thus is a matter separate from the subject of mis 
work. But Table 8, to which wc invite additions, documents 
another stream of the song's history in me jazz tradiuon: "I Got 
Rhythm" as a basis for "contrafacts" — tunes with different 
melodies, under different titles, but based on its harmonic 
progressions. Through 1 942, twelve such contrafacts have been 
found, beginning with Sidney Bcchct's "Shag" in 1932, and 
including at least one from each of the most prominent black 
swing bands of the 1930s; that is, those led by Fletcher Hen- 
derson, Jimmy Lunceford. Chick Webb, Earl Hines, Erskine 
Hawkins, Count Basie, Johnny Hodges, and Duke Ellington. 
Doubdess there were many more. Other standards known to 
have fathered substanual families of contrafacts are "Tiger 
Rag," "Oh, Lady Be Good." and "Honeysuckle Rose." Perhaps 
the Core Repertory lists will help to uncover more such families 
in the future. 23 

The persistent reuse of certain chord progressions drama- 
tizes that, in the jazz tradiuon, a piece of music as written by 
its composer is, in many cases, simply a starting point: a formal 
shape, a melody (or group of melodies), a harmonic structure, 
an expressive framework that performers are free to adopt, 
transform, or comment upon as the spirit moves them. Given 
that fact, it seems remarkable that certain jazz standards have 
proved such durable starting points. It is hard to imagine what 
jazz might be like without a standard repertory. The presence 
of a standard repertory, used in this way, must surely reveal 
something essendal about jazz as an art that has not yet been 
fully described. 

* + * 

By focusing on repertory rather than style, the idea of a Core 
Repertory serves as a counterweight to the strong stylistic 
orientation of musicological study. Knowing which pieces 
have been preferred by musicians in any tradiuon, and studying 
the performance history of these pieces, provides a pcrspccUvc 
that complements the usual emphasis on talented, creative, 
innovative composers and performers. In addition, as noted 
earlier, by defining a contemporaneous repertory rather than a 
canon, a Core Repertory also provides historical background 
for judgments of musical significance made in the here and 
now. 

The idea of a Core Repertory may be applied to any musical 
genre that can be indexed reliably. 24 Perhaps authors working 
with other large repertories will find the notion useful and will 
turn it to their own ends.

A Note on Procedure 

The names of performing groups in the entries below appear 
as they do in Rust. Rounded parentheses and question marks 
arc also reproduced from Rust, but information in square 
brackets is editorial . The authors have included some bracketed 
information to help users find Rust's citations. (For example, 
the Rhythm Makers Orchestra was Benny Goodman's Orches- 
tra under another name, and Rust lists its recordings under 
Goodman. Similarly, the Dixie Slompers was an ensemble of 
players from Fletcher Henderson's band, recording for the 
Harmony label; their recordings can be found in Rust under 
Henderson.) Other bracketed information adds data deemed 
important by the authors (e.g., that Fats Waller plays on Anna 
Jones's 1923 recording of "I Wish I Could Shimmy Like My 
Sister Kate," or that Billie Holiday sings on the recording of 
"Dinah" that Count Basie's Orchestra made in 1937). In addi- 
tion, if a tune is recorded in a medley with other songs, or if the 
recording of a tunc fills more than one record side, that infor- 
mauon is reported in orackets. 

Many recordings were issued on more than one label. Our 
entries report only the first label listed by Rust. 

From the beginning of this project, the authors have had 
questions about what to count. We made an early decision to 
count rejected recordings — that is, those withheld from com- 
mercial release— on the premise that a performer's or record 
company's or publisher's desire to record a piece, and even to 
rerecord it if the first attempt fails, testifies to the attractiveness 
of that piece, for whatever reason, and hence strengthens its 



claim to be considered a standard. We have been less sure how 
to deal with multiple recordings made the same day by the same 
performer. To take one example, on March 12, 1923, the New 
Orleans Rhythm Kings made three different recordings of 
"That's a Plenty" in Richmond, Indiana, and all were released 
on the Gennctt label. Should these recordings be counted 
separately? Or, since all involve the same group, the same label, 
and the same tune, should they be counted as just one? What 
about the three recordings of "Rockin' Chair" made January 
10. 193 1 , by Duke Ellington's Whoopee Makers, two released 
on the Banner label and one on Oriole? Should the difference 
in the label be registered in the count? Or what about cases 
where, of two recordings made the same day, one was released 
and the other rejected: for example, the Sizzlcrs' two perform- 
ances of "Somebody Stole My Gal" for Edison Diamond Disc 
on November 27, 1928? Or what about Mills* Merry Makers' 
two recordings of "Farewell Blues" made on January 31,1 930, 
one of which was released immediately and the other, much 
later, on an LP recording? Should it matter in the count that the 
second performance circulated only after 1942? Finally, we 
found eight tunes for which two recordings were made the 
same day, one with a singer and the other without: for example, 
Red Nichols and His Five Pennies made two such recordings 
of "Dear Old Southland" for Brunswick on May 31, 1928. 33 
Should this difference receive more or less consideration in the 
count than other kinds of duplication? 

Ultimately, having already relied so heavily on Rust, we 
decided to follow him in the count as well. Therefore, our 
counts tally every recording of every Core Repertory tunc listed 
in Rust— released or rejected, duplicated or not.

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Notes 



Some of the information in this Introduction was presented 
in 'The Idea of a Core Repertory," a paper delivered by Richard 
Crawford at the annual meeting of the Sonneck Society in 
Boulder. Colorado. April 1986. and. in revised form, at the 
annual meeting of the American Musicological Society in New 
Orleans, October 1987. Thanks are due to John Hassc, Frank 
Gillis, and especially Michael Montgomery for help in gather- 
ing materials, and to James Dapogny and Lawrence Gushee for 
advice and information. Jeffrey Magcc's collaboration was 
made possible by the University of Michigan's Horace H. 
Rackham School of Graduate Studies. Samuel A. Floyd, Jr., 
had the idea of publishing these lists, which were made as part 
of another project. 

1 . Robert S. Gold ( 1 964, 264) defines a standard as "a number 
which has stood the test of time and found a permanent place 
in the repertory of jazz performers." When the list was first 
shown to jazz pianist James Dapogny, he recognized every tune 
on it except "Arkansas Blues." 

2. While writing about Gershwin's "I Got Rhythm," I recog- 
nized the need to know more about the song's place in the jazz 
tradition. How did its performance history compare with that 
of other jazz standards? Without a list of other standards, that 
question was unanswerable. Jeffrey Magee and I intend this 
monograph to serve as the answer. "I Got Rhythm" will be 
mentioned from time to time as the tables accompanying this 
Introduction are surveyed. Gershwin's song is the subject of 
the last chapter of The American Musical Landscape (Craw- 
ford, in press, a). 

3. Rust (1982, ii) describes his book as "aimed at the docu- 
mentation of history." 

4. In his introduction, Rust (1982, ii) defines his purview 
more precisely as "discs made in the name of jazz, or of dance 
music with close affiliation to jazz, as well as vocal records 
with jazz groups used as accompaniment, made between 1917 
and 1942." He continues, "Also included are important and 
interesting records made of ragtime, reaching back to 1 897 and 
the earliest known recordings of the then new, exciting, even 
daringly syncopated rhythm that preceded jazz by two de- 
cades." Rust goes on to say that "microgroovc issues arc not 
included" except for "the LPs and EPs that offer music coming 
within the scope of the work that is not and never has been 
available on a 78 rpm disc. There arc many such: airshots, . . . 
soundtracks of films . . . featuring prominent jazz personalities, 
and transfers from hitherto unissued test pressings that . . . have 
survived the years in good enough condition to make pleasant 
listening possible." 

5. See "A Note on Procedure," p. viii. 

6. We considered titling this work "Jazz Standards and Hits," 
but no dictionary supports the definition of "hit" as a work or 
song whose impact is strong but temporary. For example, the 



supplement to The Oxford English Dictionary, (Oxford 1987) 
calls a hit "any popular success (a person, a play, a song, etc.) 
in public entertainment." In the American Heritage Dictionary 
(Boston 1969), a hit is "a successful popular venture: a Broad- 
way hit." And Arnold Shaw, in the Dictionary of American 
PoplRock (1982, 173), reports that "a hit is a hit— a song, 
record, or artist that garners widespread acceptance or popular- 
ity as reflected in sales." 

7. Some experts and players who have seen the list have 
decried certain omissions and inclusions. An interesting aspect 
of the list is the absence of tunes one might expect to sec, such 
as "When the Saints Go Marching In," and the presence of 
some unexpected ones, such as "Hot Lips" and "My Blue 
Heaven." Such divergence between expectation and evidence 
helps to reveal the distance between present-day perspectives 
and past practice. 

8. The publication dates were found in the Copyright Divi- 
sion of the Library of Congress in Washington, D.C. 

9. Rags arc classified here as pieces made up of strains rather 
than verses and choruses. Most are published without words, 
though "Bugle Call Rag" and "Milenbcrg Joys" are exceptions. 
("Milenbcrg Joys" is called "song" on the sheet music and is 
printed with a verse and chorus. The chorus, however, is based 
on the chord progression of "Tiger Rag." In addition, perform- 
ers of the period invariably played it as cither a two-strain or a 
three-strain piece, and only five of the forty-six recorded per- 
formances include a vocal.) Show songs are those composed 
for a particular Broadway show or closely identified with and 
popularized by one. Tin Pan Alley and pop songs arc those 
written independently of shows by composers arid lyricists in 
the professional New York City world of songwriting. Blues 
are defined here simply as songs with the word "blues" in the 
title. (Even though, e.g., the English "Limchousc Blues" lacks 
the musical earmarks of the blues, the song was obviously 
inspired by the fad for "blues" songs — i.c., songs about melan- 
choly moods — in the early 1920s.) "Other" numbers are com- 
positions originating in oral tradition or with jazz musicians 
and not belonging to any of the first four categories. 

10. Sec Crawford (in press, b) for an article based on the 
forty-five compositions in Table 1 to which black authors and 
composers contributed. 

11. To choose just two of many examples, "Body and Soul." 
published in February 1930, was interpolated into Three's a 
Crowd, a revue by Arthur Schwartz and Howard Dictz, which 
opened on Broadway October 1 5 of that year. According to Joel 
Whitburn ( 1 986, 2 16), a recording by Libby Holman, a member 
of the revue cast, was already one of the top-selling records by 
the week of October 18, 1930, and reached a peak position of 
no. 3 (Whitburn 1986, 216). In the meantime, a recording by 
Paul Whiteman and his orchestra had reached the charts Oc to- 
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ber 11 and was no. 1 for six weeks (Whiibum 1986, 452). 
"Body and Soul" also received eight recordings in the jazz 
tradition in thai year. "Ain't She Sweet?," published on January 
1 7, 1927, received thirteen jazz recordings before the year was 
out, eight of them within two monihs of publication. Whitburn 
(1986, S3) shows that Ben Bcmie's band also had a no. 1 
popular hit with "Ain't She Sweet?" which reached the chart 
of top recordings in April and stayed no. 1 for four weeks. 
Unlike "Body and Soul," however, "Ain't She Sweet?" never 
won a place in the center of the jazz repertory, logging only 
seven more recordings in the years 1928-42. 

12. "China Boy," published in 1922, was never a no. 1 
popular hit song on record, according to Whitburn (1986, 485); 
in 1936 a jazz recording by Benny Goodman reached no. 9 in 
sales, the song's high point of popularity. The first jazz record- 
ing of "China Boy" was not made until 1926. However, be- 
tween 1934 and 1937 "China Boy" was one of the songs most 
often recorded by jazz musicians. "Margie," published in No- 
vember 1920, was a no. 1 hit in Eddie Cantor's performance 
by early 1921 (Whitburn 1986, 75), and the Original Dixieland 
Jazz Band (ODJB) immediately recorded it. However, between 
the ODJB's December 1920 recording and Red Nichols's of 
June 1928, no jazz musicians recorded "Margie"; as a jazz 
standard, it was a tunc of the 1930s. "Tea for Two" is another 
example. Taken from the show No No Nanette (1924), it was a 
no. 1 hit in 1925 in Marion Harris's recording (Whitburn 1986, 
197). But of the thirty-four jazz recordings of "Tea for Two" 
from our period, only one was made before 1930. 

1 3. Dorothy Fields and Jimmy McHugh's "Diga Diga Doo," 
e.g., written for a Broadway revue, was published by Jack 
Mills, Inc., in June 1928. In July, Duke Ellington's Orchestra 
(performing for OKeh Records) and the Hotsy Totsy Gang both 
recorded it, die latter in two performances for Brunswick, one 
with and one without a vocal. Ellington "and his Cotton Club 
Orchestra" recorded the song again in November. Beginning 
in 1926, Ellington's manager was Irving Mills, the brother of 
Jack Mills; the Hotsy Totsy Gang was a group organized and 
recorded by Irving Mills. Thus, the first four jazz recordings of 
the Mills-owned "Diga Diga Doo" were all made by Mills-di- 
rected ensembles. 

14. Virtually all jazz performances of "Down Hearted 
Blues," "Rockin' Chair," and "You Rascal You" are recorded 
with a singer. In contrast, "Limehouse Blues" and "Tea for 
Two" have shed their vocals almost entirely. 

1 5. Except for one by Lizzie Miles, all twenty-five recordings 
of "Hot Lips" were made by white groups; except for Buster 
Bailey and his sextet, all recordings of "Eccentric" were made 
by white musicians; and except for performances by Bessie 
Smith, the Georgia Washboard Stompcrs, and Louis Arm- 
strong, "Alexander's Ragtime Band" was the property of white 
musicians on record. "Loveless Love," on the other hand, and 
"Down Hearted Blues" were recorded mostly, though by no 
means exclusively, by black performers. 



16. "Avalon" was the only Core Repertory tune recorded 
more often in Europe than in the United States (thirteen of 
twenty-five recordings, or 52 percent). Forty percent of the 
recordings of "Ain't She Sweet" and "Nobody's Sweetheart" 
were made in Europe. Other tunes with at least 35 percent of 
their recordings made there are "After You've Gone," "Ain't 
Misbchavin'," "Dinah," "I Got Rhythm," "I Never Knew," 
"Limehouse Blues," "Margie," "Moonglow." "Nagasaki," 
"Oh Lady Be Good," "The Sheik of Araby," "Some of These 
Days." "Sweet Sue," and 'Tiger Rag." On the other hand, all 
recordings of "Sugar Blues" and 'Tin Roof Blues" were made 
in the United States, and so were all but one recording of 
"Down Hearted Blues," "A Good Man Is Hard to Find," "High 
Society," "I Would Do Anything for You," "King Porter 
Stomp," "Old Fashioned Love." "Panama." 'The Wang Wang 
Blues," and "The Weary Blues." 

17. On the song's popularity and the success of the show, see 
Bordman (1978). According to Whitburn, recordings by Ethel 
Waters, the Revelers, and Cliff Edwards made "Dinah" a 
popular hit in 1926 (Whitburn 1986, 439. 367, 146). In 1932, 
in a recording by Bing Crosby and the Mills Brothers, "Dinah" 
returned to no. 1 status for two weeks (Whitburn 1986, 103). 

18. Included are two pieces by W. C. Handy originally 
published under non-blues titles. "Bcalc Street," a piano piece 
copyrighted March 23, 1917, was called "Beale Street Blues" 
in an instrumental arrangement (copyright February 7, 1928). 
"Aunt Hagar's Children," originally published as a piano piece 
(November 2, 1920), gained lyrics in a publication of June 23. 
1921. called "Aunt Hagar's Children Blues." 

19. See "Basin Street Blues," "Farewell Blues," "The Jazz 
Me Blues," "Limehouse Blues." "Wabash Blues." and "The 
Wang Wang Blues." The verse of "Sugar Blues" is twelve bars 
long and follows the standard blues harmonic progression up 
to the last two bars. Many recordings of "Basin Street Blues"— 
including ihosc made by Louis Armstrong in 1929— introduce 
a blues strain, however, that does not appear in the sheet music. 

20. Sec "Aunt Hagar's Children Blues," "Beale Street," 'The 
Jazz Mc Blues," "Limehouse Blues," "The Memphis Blues," 
"Royal Garden Blues," "Sugar Blues," and "Tin Roof Blues." 
Albert Murray confirms the fun-loving side of the blues tradi- 
tion and devotes an entire chapter to a critique of standard 
definitions of the blues in dictionaries and reference works. 
They "leave the impression," Murray writes, that the blues 
represents "the expression of sadness. Not one characterizes it 
as good-time music. Nor is there any reference whatsoever to 
its use as dance music" (Murray [1976] 1987, 57). 

21. Rust (1982, ii) notes that records of "blues singers" arc 
excluded "unless accompanied by jazz musicians." 

22. Russell Sanjck (1988, 1 17) reports that record sales stood 
at$106million in 1921, half that in 1925, Si 6.9 million in 1931, 
and SI 1 million in 1932. The advent of jukeboxes helped an 
upward turn by the middle of the decade. 
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23. Martin Williams (1989, 29) writes: "By 1929 almost 
every big band had two or three pieces based on the Tiger Rag 
changes, one or two from, say, / Ain't Got Nobody or After 
You've Gone. And by 1932 You're Driving Me Crazy, a com- 
paratively complex piece, had lost its melody and acquired the 
more jazzlike theme called Moten Swing. Almost every big 
band soon had one piece based on King Porter Stomp' s chord 
changes, and some had more than one." He goes on to call 
"Shag" by Sidney Bechet "the first of hundreds (thousands?) 
of new / Got Rhythm themes to come." And he goes on to 
mention more examples, of which all but "Rose Room" are 
Core Repertory tunes. "Try to imagine the Count Basic book 
of 1938 without changes borrowed from Tea for Two, Honey- 
suckle Rose, and Diga Diga Doo, Or Ellington without Rose 
Room. Exactly Like You. or the ubiquitous Tiger Rag." 



24. The index of psalmody was made by hand in the early 
1970s, when computers were not yet part of the standard 
scholarly tool kit It has since been superseded by Nicholas 
Temperley's census of settings of sacred, metrical poetry 
printed before 1821 in England and North America (in press). 
In the bibliography, I identified the 101 compositions most 
frequently printed in America from 1698 to 1810 as the Core 
Repertory. As a separate project. I chose a representative 
version of each Core Repertory tune and published them in a 
critical edition (Crawford 1984) which includes "biographies" 
of each composition. 

25. Conventional wisdom holds that such instrumental ver- 
sions were made for release in non-English-speaking countries. 
And the release number of this example, in fact, is that of the 
Brunswick series distributed in France and Germany (sec Rust 
1982. viii).
